Licensing conditions in respect of Import of Equip¬ 
ment and services under the Yen credit of Yen 1.5 
Billion for the Implementation of the Ujjani Hydro 
Electric Project of the Irrigation Department, Gov¬ 
ernment of Maharashtra Extended by the Overseas 
Economic Cooperation Fund (OECF) of Japan. 

Section I — General Conditions 

I. (i) The Yen Credit of Yen 1.5 billion extended 
by the Overseas Economic Cooperation Fund of Japan 
(OECF) for financing the import requirements of 
the Ujjani Hydro Electric Project of Irrigation 
Department, Government of Maharashtra is untied 
in favour of Japan and developing countries includ¬ 
ing India. Accordingly the goods and services to be 
procured under this credit can be procured from 
Japan and all countries (including India) enumerat¬ 
ed in the list at Annexure-I which will be eligible 
source countries under tire credit. 

I. (ii) Import Licence(s) under the Credit can be 
issued only for such items and for such value as have 
been specifically cleared by the DGTD]CG Com¬ 
mittee. The value of import licence (s) issued under 
this credit should not exceed Yen 1.65 billion (C1F). 

The rupee value ol the import licence shall be 
determined with reference to die Exchange rate 
notified by the Department of Revenue (Customs) 
and prevailing on die date of issue of the import 
licence and indicated in the body of the import 
licence (s) as per para 2 of the public Notice No. 78- 
ITC(PN)j 74 dated the 6th June, 1974, issued by the 
CGI&E, which also enjoins that die Customs Autho¬ 
rities and the authorised dealers in foreign exchange 
will make debits to die value of the licence (s) at the 
exchange rate specified on the import licence (s). 
The licence will bear the superscription “Japanese 
Yen Credit No. ID—P 34”. The first and second 
suffix to the licence code will be “S|JC”. This will 


also be repeated in die letter from CCl&E forwarding 
the import licence to Irrigation Department, Gov¬ 
ernment of Maharashtra, a copy of which should be 
endorsed to the Ministry of Finance, Department of 
Economic Affairs, Japan Section), 

I. (iii) Import licence(s) can be issued only in 
favour of Irrigation Department, Government of 
Maharashtra on CIF basis. 

I. (iv) Depending on the convenience of importer 
more than one import licence may be issued under 
this credit, but the total value must not exceed Yen 
1.65 billion (CIF) as specified at (ii) above. 

J. (v) The extension of the validity of the Import 
licence, may on application by importer, be granted 
up to a further period of 12 months. Any request for 
furdier extcnsion|issue of a fresh import licence may 
be referred to the Depth of E.A. (Japan Section). 

I. (vi) Imports to be financed under the Credit 
.are restricted to die list of goods and services attached 
to the import licence, duly attested by the licensing 
authorities. 

I. (vii) No remittance of foreign exchange will 
be permitted against die import licence. Any pay¬ 
ment towards Indian Agent’s commission should 
be made in Indian Rupees to the agents in India. 
Such payments, however, will form part of the licence 
value and will, therefore, be charged to the licence. 

I. (viii) Firm order must be placed on FOBjC&F 
basis on the Overseas supplier located in die countries 
mentioned in Annexure-I and sent to the Depart¬ 
ment of Economic Affairs (Japan Section) within 
4 months from the date of issue of the import 
licence. Insurance charges will be payable in India 
in Indian Rupees. “Firm orders" means purchase 
orders placed by the Indian Licencee on the Overseas 
supplier duly signed by the latter or purchase con¬ 
tract duly signed by both the Indian Importer and 
die overseas supplier. Orders on Indian Agents of 
overseas suppliers ,and|or order confirmation of such 
Indian Agents are not acceptable. 

I. (xi) This condition of the plaotnjent of con-, 
tracts within 4 months period will betrfcated as not 
having been complied widi unless complete contract 
documents reach the Ministry of Finance, Depart¬ 
ment of Economic Affairs (Japan Section) within 
four months from die date of issue of the import 
licence. If firm orders as explained in para I (viii) 
above cannot be placed within four months for valid 
reasons, the licencee should submit the import 
licence to the concerned licensing authorities giving 
reasons why ordering could not be completed within 
four months. Such requests for extension in the order¬ 
ing period will be considered on mgrit by the licensing 
authorities who may grant extension upto a further 
maximum period of 4 months. If, however, extension 
is sought beyond 8 months from the date of issue of 
the import licence such proposals will invariably be 
referred by the Licensing authorities to the Depart¬ 
ment of Economic Affairs (Japan Section), Ministry 
of Finance, Nordi Block, New Delhi who will consi¬ 
der such extension on the merits of each case and 
communicate their decision to the licensing autho¬ 
rities for communication to the licencee. Only on 
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evaluation reports etc will be submitted to 
OECF for its review. 

(c) The application]documents mentioned in 
(a) (i), (a) (ii) and (b) above will be 

submitted by the importer to Dcptt. ol E.A., 
in duplicate, for submission to OECF.

No credit facility of any kind wall be per¬ 
mitted to be availed of by the Indian importer from 
the Overseas supplier. The contract should provide 
for the period of delivery of goods as follows .

In fixing the terminal date for shipment if would 
be noted tliAt this date should not be beyond 50-6-9U. 

Section II—Special points to be kept in view while 
negotiating a supply contract. 

II. (t) The FOB|C&F value of the contract should 
be expressed in Yen (Fraction of Yen should be omit¬ 
ted) and should exclude Indian Agent’s commission, 
if any, which should be paid in Indian rupees. 

In no circumstances the contract value should be 
expressed in Indian rupees or in any other currency. 
The purchase order and the supplier's order confir¬ 
mation should be in English only. 

II. (ii) Procurement of all goods and services to 
be financed out of the proceecls of the loan shall be 
made in accordance with the guidelines for pro¬ 
curement under the loan with the following supple¬ 
mental stipulations :— 

(a) In case of procurement of goods and ser¬ 
vices of value estimated to be not less than 
300 million Yen. 

(i) Prior approval of OECF shall be obtained 
if it is proposed to adopt procurement 
procedure other than the Open Inter¬ 
national Tendering with Prequalification, 
submitting to OECF an application for 
approval of procurement method. 

(ii) Prior to issuing a notice of award to suc¬ 
cessful bidder, the application for ap¬ 
proval of award with bid evaluation 
report shall be submitted to OPECF for 
approval. Alongwith the above applica¬

(a) The contract is arranged in accordance 
with the Loan Agreement between the 
Government of India and the Overseas Eco¬ 
nomic Cooperation Fund ol Japan (OECF) 
dated the 25 th November, 1985 concerning 
the Yen Credit No. 1D-P. ol (Project Aid) 
for Ujjani Hydroelectric Project. 

(b) Payments to the Supplier shall be made 
through an irrevocable letter ol Credit to 
be issued by the Bank of India, Tokyo, 
under the Loan Agreement No, TD-P. 31 
dated 25th November, 1985 between the 
Government of India and the Overseas Eco¬ 
nomic Cooperation Fund of Japan (OECF). 

(c) The suppliers agree to furnish such in¬ 
formation and documents as may be requir¬ 
ed under the Yen Credit arrangements by 
tire Government of India on the one hand 
and the OECF on the other. 

(d) Certificates (triplicate) in the forms indi¬ 
cated in II (vii) above. 

(e) In case the supplier is located in Japan, the 
supply contract should contain a clause thru 
the Japanese Supplier agrees to make ship¬ 
ping arrangements in consultation with the 
Embassy of India, Tokyo and that for tins 
purpose he would keep the Embassy of 
India, Tokyo, informed of the delivery 
schedule of the goods involved and notify 
tlie Embassy of India .atleast six weeks hi 
advance of the shipping required so that 
suitable arrangements could be made.

Section V—Payment to the overseas suppliers—Letter 
of Credit Procedure 

V (i) On receipt of the Notice of conclusion of 
contract and contract documents (he Ministry of 
Finance, Department of Economic Affairs, the CCA 
& A will issue a letter of authorisation as in the 
form attached as Annexure—Ifl adressed to the 
Tokyo Brandi if the Bank of India for opening an 
irrevocable Letter of Credit as in the form attached 
as Annexure—IV (for imports) or Annexure—V 
(for services) in favour of the overseas supplier con¬ 
cerned. Copies of the Letter of Authorisation will be 
endorsed to OECF, the Embassy of India, Tokyo, 
the impoiter of the Importer's Bank in India, and 
Japan Section, Department of Economic Adairs, 
Ministry of Finance. 

V (ii) On receipt of tire letter of authority, the 
Bank of India, Tokyo, will establish an irrevocable 
letter of credit ,as per Annexure—IV (applicable to 
imports) or V (applicable to services) in favour 
of the overseas suppliers concerned and will also 
forward a copy of the same to the OECF, Embassy 
of India, Tokyo, tlie Importer’s bank in India and 
the CCA & A. 

The above procedure of opening of letters of cre¬ 
dit on the basis of the letters of authority from CAA 
& A would inso-facto apply to all such amendments 
to letter of authorisation (letter of credit as may 
become necessary due to contract amendment or 
otherwise. 

V (iii) The overseas supplier shall, after effecting 
shipment of goods, present through his bankers the 
documents specified in the letter of credit to the 
Batik of India, Tokyo. If the documents are found 
to be in order, the Bank of India, Tokyo will release 
the amount specified in the documents to the over¬ 
seas supplier through his bankers and will thereafter 
obtain reimbursement of the said amount from tlie

Procedure for disbursement of the proceeds of the 
loan for the purchase of goods and services from 
Indian Suppliers shall be in accordance with 
REIMBURSEMENT PROCEDURE of the loan 
agreement. 

Section VI—Responsibility for rupee deposit 

VI (i) The Bank of India, Tokyo will forward the 
negotiable shipping documents to the accredited 
bankers of importer as indicated in the Appendix 
to the relevant Letter of Authority and the bankers 
will in turn ensure that the rupee deposits are in¬ 
variably made at RBI, New Delhi or SBI, ,Tis Hazaxi, 
Delhi before releasing the shipping documents. The

It is 
the responsibility of the importer to ensure that 
the amounts due are correctly deposited into 
the Government account promptly even when 
they obtain delivery of the goods from 
the customs authorities without original shipping 
documents under exceptional circumstances.
